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Murder suspect dies 


Man allegedly hangs himself in county jail

One of the suspects in the Paul E. 
Stell Jr. murder case allegedly killed 
himself Tuesday. 

According to the Madison County 
Sheriff’s Department, Jerry L. 
Champion, 24, of the Bel Vista 
Trailer Court in Lebanon and lately 
of Madison County Jail, hanged 
himself from the bars of his cell 
using his long underwear. 

The apparent suicide occured 
between checks by jail guards. 

Just before that, he had allegedly 
tampered with the locking 

echanism on his cell door by 
stuffing plastic wrapping into it, 
preventing prisons guards from 
immediately opening his cell door

when they discovered what had 
happened. 

Champion was a suspect in the 
April murder of Stell. Champion, 

‘ong with Christopher Smith, 26, of 
the 1100 block of St. Thomas Road in 
Granite City, were charged with first 
degree murder. 

The two men were arrested after a 
police investigation led to Champion 
and Smith. According to reports, 
Stell, Champion and Smith had all 
become involved in an altercation 
April 3 at Smith’s Granite City 
residence. 

The men allegedly had been 
drinking and began fighting. Stell was 
beaten with a tire iron, but the 


beating was not fatal. After the 
beating, Champion and Smith 
allegedly took Stell to the levee near 
the Chain of Rocks barge canal and 
strangled him with a rope 


They allegedly put his body in the 
canal, where hunters later spoted the 
body and notified authorities. 

The Madison County Coroner’s 
office report said that strangulation 
was the cause of death 


Both Champion and Smith had 
attempted suicide in April from their 
cells at Madison County Jail 
Champion had slit his wrist and was 
found lying on the floor of a 
day-room shower. He apparently 
made the cut from a disposable razor

On July 13, the United Steel- 
werkers of America, joined by 
Made in the USA Foundation, 
filkd a suit in a federal court 
seeking to void the North 
American Free Trade Agree- 
ment. 

Our legal position rests on 
the foundation and bedrock of 
our republic, the Constitution 
of the United States, which 
clearly requires that ‘‘two- 
thirds of the Senators present 
(must) concur” with any trea- 
ty negotiated by the executive 
branch of our government. 

Had NAFTA been considered 
by our founding fathers, there 
is little doubt that they would 
have considered it a treaty. As 
noted constitutional scholar 
Laurence Tribe of Harvard 
Law. School recently stated, 
NAFTA “‘Almost certainly”’ 
should be considered a treaty. 
Because “it’s a major and 
enduring commitment to elabo- 
rate mechanisms of mutual 
enforcement.” 


































But, contrary to the explicit 
procedure specified by our 
Constitution, NAFTA did not 
receive the required approval 
by two thirds of the Senate, 
and therefore, should be 
declared null and void. 


NAFTA did not receive that 
necessary approval for a good 
reason — because it is not in 
the best interests of the Ameri- 
can- people. In fact, NAFTA 
has been an unmitigated disas- 
ter for working people in Cana- 
da and Mexico, as well as the 
United States.

‘Fight BAC,' dieticians say 


AS a result of a new public education 
campaign called “Fight BAC!,” area 
-reSidents will become increasingly 
awére of an invisible enemy, bacteria, 
which may be on their food and hands, 
or in their kitchens. The Illinois Dietet- 
ic Association has joined national 
industry, government and consumer 
groups to spread the word that “BAC” 
is out there but can be stopped through 
some. simple food handling and storage 
steps. 

The Illinois Dietetic Association is 
urging peorle to ‘‘Fight BAC!’* to 
reduce the risk of food-borne illness, a 
serious ublic health problem. 
Although the exact incidence of food- 
borme illness in the United States -is 
unknown, the Center for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention estimates that as 
many as 9,000 deaths and between 6.5 
million and 33 million illnesses each 
year are directly linked to food-borne 
pathogens. 

At the same time, food safety 
experts report that most food-related 
illmess can be reduced.

rom eciting sick by following some 
basic rules for handling food safely at 
home.

A “significant archaeological find” has been discovered 
at the proposed Thouvenot Lane road extension near Shiloh 

Twenty-two houses and quite a few: pits, which are all 
believed to date back to the Mis: ppian era, have been 
discovered,said Don Booth, a supervisor with the IlIli- 
nois Transportation Archaeological Research Program. 

The Mississippian era occured between 1000-1400 A.D. 

Cahokia Mounds in Collinsville, which also has Mississip 
pian era tles, reached its peak development around 
1300-1400 A.D., said Mera Hertel, an archaeological a: - 
tant with ITARP. 

Broken pots and bones could be found at the Shiloh site, 
Booth said. ITARP has already recovered one broken hoe 
flake, he noted. 

The early findings are considered significant because it 
shows that the Mississippi Indians migrated from the Amer- 
ican Water Bottoms, Hertel said. 

Booth said he hopes the excavation — which should be 
complete by October or November — will provide some 
explanation as to why the migration took place.

‘Blade’ is stylish, 
not too original

“Blade” is a stylish, bloody, 
humorless, violent, formula 
action-thriller. 

In other words, it should do 
well with its target audience of 
young men, but probably won’t 
draw blood with mainstream 
audiences. 

Wesley Snipes stars as 
Blade, an obscure Marvel 
Comics character created in 
the '70s for its ‘“Tomb of 
Dracula” series. The film 
opens with a pregnant woman 
being wheeled into an 
emergency room, blood 

ushing from two holes in her 
throat The woman dies, but 
the child survives, mutated by 
the encounter. 

The child — of course — is 
Blade, who has all the 
advantages of a vampire 
(increased strength and speed) 
but none of the disadvantages 
(he can live in sunlight, he 
doesn’t fear garlic or holy 
water). He’s still cursed with a 
thirst for human blood, but he 
controls it by taking a special 


serum. 

After the birth scene, the 
film fast-forwards to the 
present with an opening 
sequence that sets the pace for 
the rest of the film. An 
unsuspecting human is taken 
to a secret dance club. As the 
water sprinklers begin spewing 
blood over the dancing bodies, 
it’s obvious this poor man is in 
a vampire disco. 

He struggles to escape as. the 
crowd grabs at him, but they

soon recoil in fear at the 
sudden appearance of Blade 
Realizing he’s seriously 
outnumbered, several 
vampires attack only to be 


- blown apart by big guns that 


fire silver spikes or sliced to 
pieces by Blade’s blades. (1 
always thought silver was for 
werewolves, but apparently 
whoever tells vampire tales 
gets to make the rules these 
days. a 

In one scene, a vampire is 
able to appear in a park in 
daylight simply by applying 
some sunblock.) 

After killing a dozen 
vampires and frightening the 
others away, Blade 
inexplicably (except to keep 
the plot moving) impales 
longtime foe Quinn (Donal 
Logue) to the wall and sets 
him on fire instead of simply 
killing him like all the others. 

Blade disappears as the 

lice arrive. The charbroiled 
bot of Quinn is taken to the 
‘hospital, where beautiful 

{hematologist Karen Jenson 
| (N’bushe Wright) is called in 


| to examine the body. 


The body leaps from the slab 
and attacks Jenson, and once 
again Blade suddenly appears. 
After a brief fight, Quinn 
escapes and Blade takes the 
wounded Jenson back to his 
lair. 

Now, every vampire slayer 
needs a mentor, and since 
Giles was busy with Buffy, 


with her sleazy former 
partner, But Raphael is hot on 
her heels, and in Vegas the 
romance between Raphael and 
Ruby blooms. 

Ultimately, Ruby learns 
what others have known all 
along: sometime the most 
important thing to follow isn’t 
a partner, but her heart. 

“Dance With Me” opens 
Friday throughout the country.

History Showcase 
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Old ways get movies to theaters on time 


Despite high tech production techniques, delivery is done old-fashioned way 


Steven Spielberg had a 
problem July 24. Prints of his 
new movie, ‘Saving Private 

- Ryan,” weren't reaching 
hundreds of U.S. and Canadian 
theaters in time for 
opening-day screenings. 

The delay resulted in 
thousands of disappointed 
customers and lost revenue for 
DreamWorks during the vital 
first weekend of release. Still, 
the film netted an impressive 
but not spectacular $30 million. 

For exhibitors, it was ‘“‘scary 
and bizarre,” said Mare 
Pascussi, director of 
marketing for Loews Cineplex 
Entertainment. 

Industry veterans can’t 
remember such a goof ever 
happening before, which is 
remarkable, since prints of a 
film must be sent to as many 
as 3,000 theaters the 
old-fashioned, low-tech way: 
hand-delivery to the theater 
door. 

Sometime in the next 
century, this tedious process 
may be eliminated. Experts 
foresee the delivery of films 
digitally, via computer lines. 

But that could be a long time 
coming, since the conversion 


would be far more expensive 
than the introduction of talkies 
in the late 1920s, and 
Hollywood tends to put profit 
over progress. 

Two companies dominate 
today’s film delivery business: 

* Technicolor Entertainment 
Services, which delivered 
“Saving Private Ryan,” is a 
subsidiary of the color film 
company, with DreamWorks, 
The Walt Disney Co., 
Universal Pictures, MGM and 
Sony Pictures as clients. 

¢ Entertainment 
Transportation Systems (ETS), 
is a newcomer that services 
Warner Bros., Paramount 
Pictures, 20th Century Fox and 
New Line Cinema. 

Randy Morgan, a veteran of 
distribution at four studios and 
now president of ETS, can 
recall only one previous 
delivery problem. 

Prints of “Eraser,” which 
starred Arnold 
Schwarzenegger and Vanessa 
Williams, reached the delivery 
service late because a legal 
problem required last-minute 
editing. 

“We had prints coming out 
of the laboratory on Thursday

print’s return to Los Angeles. 
They are inspected and then 
shipped out again to secondary 
engagements,’ 

The operation at ETS is only 
slightly different. Films are 
flown to 34 cities, in each of 
which the reel-mounting and 
trailers are dealt with, Morgan 
said. 

Then couriers with keys who 
go into the theaters during the 
night, deliver the reels and 
pick up the films to be 
returned, 

As long as movies are 
completed on time, delivery is 
“a piece of cake,” according 
to Morgan. 

Problems arise when 
filmmakers tinker to the last 
moment, resulting in a ‘‘wet 
print’’ — a print so rushed that 
it purportedly is still damp. 

Outside Los Angeles, prints 
for a Friday opening are 
usually in hand by Wednesday, 
although ‘We've had prints 
Friday for a Friday opening,” 
Morgan said, 

Trouble begins when an 
order for 1,400 prints is given 
on Wednesday for delivery by 
Friday, Cooke said. 

Whether late delivery to 
Technicolor caused “Saving 
Private Ryan” to miss 
engagements hasn't been 
disclosed. DreamWorks’ brief 
statement mentioned that ‘We 
are disappointed in Technicolor 
Laboratories’ delivery 
system,” 

A midweek call to 
Technicolor for comment 
resulted in a gruff hang-up. 

Moving films from the labs 
to the warehouse costs the 
combined studios $30 million a 


year, 

Charges for delivery and 
pickup at the theaters are also 
assumed by the studios.

The Bissell House Museum is 
a beautiful historic site to most 
North Countians, but to 
Beverly Bissell Kalish it was a 
home. 
“when I was a child we all 
athered at Bissell House and 
had Sunday afternoon 
dinners,” said Kalish of Ladue. 
“Tt was a very special time 
with family.” 

The Bissell family donated 
the home to the St. Louis 
County Parks and Recreation 
Department in 1962. The 
county this summer began.a 
$79,600 lead removal and porch 
repair project at the home, 
10225 Bellefontaine Road. The 
project should be completed in 
September. 

Kalish said she and her 
sisters, Martha Bissell Israel 
and Eve Bissell Horner, are 
pleased the county is repairing 
the home:

wood. Bissell’s porches are 
original except for the east 
porch, which the county 
replaced in 1975. 

‘Tt (the east porch) is not in 
as good shape as some of the 
porches from the old days,” 
Olsen said: ‘They used better 
woods in those days. They 
used a lot of hardwoods.” 

Kalish and her immediate 
family originally lived in a 
house north of Bissell but in 
1932 moved into Bissell. Gen. 
Daniel Bissell completed the 
home’s original structure in 
1818. 

“The general came to that 
part of the county because he 
was commander of Fort Bell 
Fontaine and the government 
gave him property at New 
Madrid, Missouri,” Kalish 
said, ‘When the earthquake 
arrived, he persuaded them to 
trade the property down there 
for the Bissell property.” 

Kalish said Daniel Bissell 
was a “quite a tyrant’’ in his 
day. Bissell’s personality is 
revealed in letters, now stored 
at the Missouri Historical 
Society, from the general to 
his wife. 

“When he was here and his 
family was still in the east, he 
was giving her all sorts of 
instructions on how to rear the 
children,” Kalish said. “It was 
really funny.” 

Bissell also was involved in 
a minor duel. 

“He didn’t like criticism,” 
Kalish said. ‘He was a pretty 
tough guy.” 

Kalish and her sisters 
sometimes wondered if the 
home was haunted. 

“You know that house 
creaked an awful lot,” Kalish 
said, ‘As a young person, I 
didn’t like staying there 
alone.”

“Some (birds) are biters, 
and people don’t know what to 
do with them,” Schwab said. 
“We've had cases where we 
had to pick up 20 or 30 birds 
because the owner died.” 

Carol Fields of Jennings, the 
club’s president, keeps rescued 
birds temporarily while looking 
for suitable and carefully 
screened:homes. 

People are attracted to birds 
as pets for a variety of 
reasons, Schwab said. Many 
apartment complexes allow 
birds but do not allow dogs 
and cats, Additionally, larger 
birds have a long life 
expectancy, 

“Usually, if you have a large 
bird, you'd better put that bird 
in your will because he’s 
probably going to outlive you,” 
Schwab said.

“They can talk and they’re 
good with kids,” Fields said. 

Schwab said bird owners 
sometimes buy supplies they 
really don’t need. 

“People get carried away 
with toys,” Schwab said. “I’ve 
seen people with birds in a 
cage where the birds can 
hardly move they’ve got so 
many toys hanging.”
